HAVANA, March 8.—[By Key West 
Cable.] Some persons, in ordei to in- 
crease the excitement, are urging Gen. 
Lee to resign, but the Consul-General 
of the United States said to the Asso- 
clated Press correspondent today: “I 
will stick to the ship of state until the 
clouds roll by.” 

The xesignation of Walter B. Barker, 
Consul at Sagua ila 
Grande, was eonfirmed by today’s 
vices. Mr. .Barker has been on the 
verge of nervous prostration. Alex C. 
Brice, the United States Consul at 
Matanzas, says he cannot stand much 
longer the strain under which he has 
lived the last two years. 

The Bache leaves today for the Tor- 
tugas Islands to resume her coast-sur- 
vey work. The Fern will be replaced 
by the United States cruiser Montgom- 
ery, which is to arrive tomorrow morn- 
ing. The crew of the Fern have been 
unable to wash her decks recently, 
owing to the filthiness of the harbor 
water, and must clean up at sea ,in 
order to avoid sickness among the 
crew. { 

Ensign Powelson .is to be detached 
from the Fern and remain here doing 
work for the court of inquiry. The 
naval court today continued? its work, 
spending some time on the wreck. 

There is nothing known officially yet 
about the deportation of any of the 
newspaper correspondents except Ho- 
nore Laine, who was arrested Saturday 
last. The French steamer Lafayette 
arrived here today. She had among 
her passengers Lucien Joseph Jerome, 
who will replace Gustave Gorling as 
British Vice-Consul at this port.

INQUISITIVE INQUIRIES. 


Members of the Naval Court Prying 
About the Wreck. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HAVANA, March %.—|By Kev West 
Cable.] The United States naval court 
of inquiry into the loss of the battleship 
Maine, which is at present ir cession 
here, pursued in some respects a dif- 
ferent course from that adopted cn the 
occasion of the previous visit of the 
court to Havana. It is now not un- 
common to see members of the court on 
the wreck, personally directing the navy 
divers. and obtaining from them direct 
reports on the structural conditien of 
the submerged portions of the wreck, 
and making individual notes for future 
consideration. 

All sorts of excuses are made id get 
on board the wreck, Sut only authorized 
persons, Americans or Spanish, are al- 
lowed to set foot on the remains of the 
battleship. 

SAMPSON HAS PATIENCE. 

HAVANA, March 8.—The court of in- 
quiry did little today. Consul-General 
Lee was very briefly examined, and 
also one diver. Considerable time was 
spent on the wreck. Capt. Sampson 
listened’ patiently to various theories 
propounded by newspaper men and 
others as to the cause of the explosion, 
and also to statements as to hawsers 
found in the harbor and boiler iron on 
the shore. Evidently he attached little 
importance to any of these stories, but 
he intimated that he would investigate 
any that he deemed worthy of investi- 
| gating. 

The Spanish divers put in a good 
day’s work, examining chiefly the for- 
ward part of the wreck, on thé star- 
board side. | 

The orders for the Bache were 
changed at the last moment to the Dry 
Tortugas instead of Key West. If 
there was any Significance in the 
change it was not made public. Capt. 
Sigsbee has advised dmiral Manterola, 
as did also Consu!-General Lee, of the 
expected coming of the cruiser Mont- 
gomery, and a buoy has been assigned 
to her where the Fern was movred. 
The buoy is near the wreck for the 
convenience of Capt. Sigsbee and Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Wainwright in 
their supervision of the divers and 
wreckers.

Affairs Well in Hand—Third Week

WASHINGTON, Maren &.—I!n spite 
of numerous conferences of officials, of 
the continuation of preparations now 
in progres on a large scale to put the 
country in a state of defense, and cf the 
outburst of patriotic sentiment im Con- 
gress, there was a feeling ap- 
parent in the best-informed circies that 
the situation as to our relations with 
Spain was today much more favorable 
than it was yesterday. 

Perhaps the semi official advices re- 
ceived through the Associated Press 
from Madrid, indicating a ;-eaceful 
purpose on the part of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, contributed in a large meas- 
ure to that feeling. or it may have 
been that the growing knowleug¢e of the 
vast extent of our own resources 
tended to the belief that they would 
impress others with the futility of ar- 
tacking the United States. ftowever 
that may be, the feeling prevailed, an? 
at the White House. tov, after the 
Cabinet meeting, where'n al ihe facts 
that were known to the President as to 
the existing state of affairs were laid 
unreservedly before the Cabinet mem- 
bers and discussed. 

While Commander Brownson is going 
abroad for the government to learn of 
the ships of war that ar» for sale and 
their conditions, he will not necessarily 
make any purchases. The officer 'eft 
Washington tonight, an. will take the 
steamer to Southampton, sailing from 
New York. He will report his arrival 
immediately at the United States em- 
bassy in London, but further than that 
the captain declines to indicate the 
places he will visit in Europe. He has 
been furnished all the information in 
the posession of the Navy Depart- 
ment respecting the shipping in course 
of construction in Europe, and had a 
talk today with Mr. Lane who is said 
to have some of these ships for sale, 
though he does not at present have 
that right in the case of the two Bra- 
zilian battleships now building at La 
Seine, France. As to these, or indeed 
any Brazilian or Chilean warships, it 
has been discovered that Brazil and 
Chile are parties to a treaty by t@rms of 
which neither country can sell any of 


its warships unless the other also sells 
‘a ship. The reason for this peculiar 


provision is to be found in the ai! ance, 
but is reported to have been entvred 
into by these two countries for mutual 
protection against Argentina and otner 
South American nations. 

- Capt. Bronson does not expect to stay 
abroad long, and goes only on condi- 
tion that he may return immediately in 
case of an open rupture. As to the

ringing in their ears, every member 
of the House of Representatives today 
responded to the President's first call 
to meet the Spanish situation by cast- 
ing his vote for a bill placing in Pres- 
ident McKinley’s hands $50,000,000 to 
be expended at his discretion for na- 
tional defenses. Party lines were swept 
away, and with a unanimous voice 
Congress voted its confidence in the ad- 
ministration. 

Many members who were paired with 
absent colleagues took the responsibil- 
ity of breaking their pairs, an unprec- 
edented thing in executive annals, in 
order that they might go on record 
in support of this vast appropriation to 
maintain the dignity and honor of their 
country. Speaker Reed, who as presid- 
ing officer, seldom votes, only in case 
of a tie, had his name called and voted 
in his capacity as a Representative, 
The scene of enthusiasm which greete 
the announcement of the vote—ayes pe 
nays none—has seldom been paralleled 
in the House. 

All day ‘long the _ galleries were 
jammed with enthusiastic spectators, 
applauding to the echo the sterling 
patrictism of the words of eloquence 
which were uttered by the members on 
the floor. All speeches were brief. Al- 
though four hours were allowed for de- 
bate, so great was the pressure for 
time that rot one member was given 
more than five minutes. and most of 
them had to content themselves with 
a beggarly fraction of a minute. In all 
fifty-nine speeches were made. With 
one acclaim, members from the North 
and South, East and West, the States 
and Territories, battle-scarred veterans 
of the Union and Confederate armies, 
all joined in proclaiming their sup- 
port of the country’s Chief Magistrate 
in the face of a possible foreign war. 

In the whole debate there was only 
one light discordant note, caused by @ 
speech of Gen. Bingham of Pennsyl- 
vania; a gallant soldier who served with 
distinction under Hancock. He spoke

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—SENATE. 
Today's session of the Senate was 
largely devoted to the consideration of 
the District of Columbia Appropriation 
Bill. After an extended discussion, the 
bill, containing. a provision for the re- 
duction of about one-half of the pres- 
ent rates of telephone charges in the 
District, was passed. 

During the debate on the telephone 
amendment Mr. Berry of Arkansas 
criticised Mr. Faulkner of West Vir- 
ginia, saying that a man who sent out 
tons of anti-monopoly literature” in 
1896 ought not to be supporting a mo- 
nopoly now. Mr. Faulkner retorted 
that he did not believe the Democratic 
party wanted action first and investi- 
gation afterward. 

Mr. Gorman of Maryland advocated 
awaiting the action of the committee 
which was investigating the question. 
He denounced the charges made by 
Senator Berry against Mr. Faulkner as 
“one of- the most outrageous attacks in 
the history of the Senate.” 

The bill for the relief of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, of Ten- 
nessee, appropriating $288,000, was then 
passed after a brief debate. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama, in support- 
ing the bill, said this was a fitting op-

At 5:45 p.m. the Senate adjourned, 
HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

WASHINGTON, March 8—Mr. Say- 
ers declared the bill could not be con- 
strued as a threat. It was simply a 
wise and patriotic precaution—the arm- 
ing of the Executive with power to 
maintain our dignity, after Congress 
adjourned. Mr, Sayers expressed con- 
fidence that the money voted would be 
wisely and economically expended, and 
closed amid great applause, by saying 
that he for one would be.found giving 
honest and sincere support to the Pres- 
ident in his efforts to support the honor 
and dignity of the American nation. 
Mr. Dockery (Dem.) of Missouri be- 
gan bY Saying that the hour for action 
had arrived, and that the American 
people must face an important emer- 
gency—an emergercy in which no 
American citizen could falter or hesi- 
tate as to his duty. At such a time, 
he said, party lines should fade away 
and the country should act as one man, 
Mr. Livingston (Dem.) of Georgia 
supported the measure in a vigorous 
speech. He said he took this position 
because he believed that an emergency 
exists, but he contended that if the 
administration had acted as it should 
have done twelve months ago, in de- 
claring a state of belligerency, the pres- 
ent occasion -_for voting emergency 
money would have been avoided. 

Mr. Allen (Dem.) of Mississippi was 
next recognized, amid general expec- 
tancy. He did not make a humorous 
speech, but a patriotic one. “I desire,” 
he said, ‘‘to say for the people I repre- 
sent, and for the southern section of 
the country, for the entire country, that 
there was never a time when all were 
so ready to give an administration all 
the money it may need to preserve the 
honor, the dignity and the general wel- 
fare of the country, to say nothing of 
fair play and justice, | 

“The people of the South,” he contin- 
ued, “ask nothing more, They are not 
jingoes, nor extremists, but they are 
facing the emergéncy calmly and 
quietly, only asking that the country’s 
‘institutions and traditions may be pro- 
tected and respected. They do not 
want to hurt anybody and are not urg- 
ing any rash action, but they are ready 
to honor any draft, whether for money 
or men, to keep the flag afloat.” 

Mr. McRrae (Dem.) of Arkansas fol- 
lowed in similar strains. He said that 
the occasion was the most important 
that had confronted the people in the 
last half century. If nesessary to pro- 
tect our honor or dignity, he was will- 
ing to increase the appropriation to any 
extent necessary, for the flag which 
floated over the Capitol was his flag 
and the flag of his people, and it must 
be kept there. 

Mr. Bell (Pop.) of Colorado- spoke 
earnestly for the bill. There were, he 
said, no Populists, no Republicans and 
no Democrats, but all were American 
citizens. There was no time to dwell 
upon what might have been, but it was 
enough to. know that the time had 
come when the government needed sup- 


port. 

Mr. Northway (Rep.) of Ohio declared 
that he did not consider the bill a war 
measure, but rather as one calculated 
to preserve and secure peace. | 

“At the same time,” he said, “we all 
know full well that there is a spirit 
of war abroad, and our relations with 
other countries appear to render this 
step necessary.” 

He was pleased to see that the mem- 
bers were speaking, not as partisans, 
but as patriots, bringing to his mind 
the familiar lines: 

*Breatbes there a man with soul so dead, 

Who never to himself hath said, 

This is my own, my native land.”’ 

Mr. Boutelle (Rep.) of Maine, chair- 

man of the Committee on Naval Af- 


fairs, said that while no argument was 


necessary on this measure, the desired 
to say that he had been instructed by 
his committee to express the hearty in- 
dorsement of that committee. His only 
regret, he said, was that this appro- 
priation was not allowed to stand ab-

r. Hopkins (Rep.) of Illinois, after 
stating his great confidence in the 
President, expressed the hope that 
there would be no war.

“We are too powerful to play the 
bully,” he cried; ‘‘too Christian’ to 
wantonly engage in war. Let us not 
be hysterical. Let us show the world 
that moderation and firmness are more 
than bustle and bravado; that a wise 
conservatism will do more than jingo- 
ism to obtain the independence of 
Cuba.” 

Mr. Cooper (Dem,) of Texas in a 
speech of two minutes, recalled the elo- 
quent words, “Millions for defense, but 
not a cent for tribute.” Our coast was 
exposed, he said, from Maine to the 
Rio Grande, and in the face of war it 
was the duty of all, without regard to 
party, to support any measure for the 
national defense. 

“The aspirations of my soul,”’ he 
concluded, “are that war may, be 
avoided, but should it come, I say to 
you, in behalf of my beloved Texans, 
that they will rush to the nation’s de- 
fense cheerfully.” 

Mr. Bland (Dem.) of Missouri said 
that while no debate was essential to 
the passage of the bill, it was important 
to show the country and the world 
that the American people through their 
representatives, without distinction of 
party, were ready to uphold the ad- 
ministration in the present crisis. 

Mr. Fitzgerald (Dem.) of Massachu- 
‘setts took occasion to refer to an al- 
leged utterance of a Catholic priest 
some time ago to the effect that if war 
came, the sympathy and support of the 
Catholic church would be with Spain, 
because it was a Catholic country. 
While, he said, he did not believe the 
priest had uttered such a sentiment, it 
had attracted widespread attention, 
and as a Catholic he desired to repu- 
diate it. If war came, the people of 
that faith, he declared, would be more 
willing to shed their bloed in defense of 
their country than those who valiantly 
defended it in the war of revolution, the 
war of 1812, the Mexican war and the 
civil war. 

Mr. McMillin (Dem.) of Tennessee re- 
iterating his firm belief in the doctrine 
of the strictest economy in public. ex- 
penditures, said he gave the bill his 
hearty support. 

Mr. Wheeler (Dem.) of Alabama also 
enthusiastically supported the bill, as 
did Messrs. Briggs (Dem.) of New York 
and Grosvenor (Rep.) of Ohio. Mr. 
Grosvenor aroused the House to cheers 
by his eulogy of the President's patriot- 
ism. He began thus: 

* ‘Saxon and Norman and Dane are we, 
***But we are all as Danes in our ‘welcome to 
thee.’ 

“Thus spake the heart of the great 
British public when the daughter of 
the sea king came to her shores. Dem- 
ocrat and Populist and Republican are 
we, but we are all true to the flag of 
our country today. 

“Mr. Speaker, no more inspiring pic- 
ture can be witnessed anywhere on 
earth than the demonstrations which 
we have see_‘during the last thirty, 
sixty and ninety days of the power of 
a great people, a free government, not 
only to stand for the flag of their coun- 
try, the unity of the government, the 
supremacy of the Constitution, but for 
their dignity and calm exhibited in the 
face of the world. The American peo- 
ple have had a great deal to stir the 
blood of enthusiasm, a great deal to 
carry them off their feet of their calm 
judgment; but the picture that the 
world has seen is the picture of a na- 
tion calmly studying every question as 
it arose, and as, step by step, danger 
seemed to come, threatening with its 
dark, frowning face, al! distinctions fled 
away.

and his followers. 

Mr. Bingham (Rep.) ef Pennsylvania 
caused the first note ‘of discordance 
that was heard. While supporting the 
bill on general principles, he was ayow- 
edly out of sympathy with the com- 
mon interpretation of the meaning of 
the bill, and as a consequence he was 
vigorously hissed. twice during the 
progress of his remarks—once when he 
referred to Gen. Lee, and at the close, 
when he asserted that the relations 
between the United States and Spain 
are in no wise strained. Mr. Bingham 
began by referring to the day’s pro- 
ceedings of the House as akin to the 
“methods of yellow-dog journalism.” 
He had no sympathy, he said, with the 
apparent tendency of the House, and 
especially none with the evident dispo- 
sition to seize the opportunity for a 
display of jingoism that was by no 
means edifying. Still, Mr. Bingham 
announced his purpose to support the 
bill. 

“I care nothing,” he exclaimed, “for 
the bravery and courage of Mr. Lee, of 
which we hear so much on this floor,” 
and he was proceeding to say that what 
we want in Gen. Lee at the present 
time is the exhibition of his best judg- 
ment and common sense, but the sen- 
tence was almost dréwned in the 
shower of hisses with which the re- 
mark was received. This evidence of 
disapproval came especially from the 
Democratic side. It did not appear to 
disconcert Mr. Bingham, who continued 
his remarks by a general disparage- 
of the war spirit. 

“T favor this appropriation,” he said 
in conclusion, “but I condemn on this 
floor today the utterances of any dec- 
laration that the relations of this coun- 
try with Spain are otherwise than they 
have been for years past—friendly, rea- 
sonable, international relations.’’

In strong contrast with the recep- 
tion given to Mr. Bingham was ttat of 
Mr. Dolliver (Rep.) of Iowa, one of the 
most eloquent members of the Ffouse, 
who spoke in favor of the bill. : 

Mr. Davidson (Rep.) of Wisconsin 
paid a tribute to the “superb American 
- who was doing his duty at Havana,” 
which was loudly applaudea. 

Mr. Walker (Rep.) of Virginia, who 
was a general in the Confederate ariny, 
said his people were for peace, if peace 
could be maintained with honor. They 
knew the horrors of war, and 
shrank instinctively from its renewal, 
but they would do their duty if it came. 

‘Mr. Mann (Rep.) of Illinois declsred 
that this appropriation meart war and 
was heartily indorsed by the people 
of the West. War was net coming: 
it already existed. 

Mr. de Graffenreid (Dem.) of Texas 
expressed his pleasure that the South 
at last was able to dispel the lie, 85 
often reiterated, that she was sti! liis- 
loyal. If war came, the red stripes of 
the flag would become redder by the 
blood of the Southern people, whu were 
ready to die in its defense. 

Mr. Dinsmore (Dem.) of Arkansas 
said he would vote for the hill, hecause 
he believed that eternal vigilan’: was 
the price of liberty. 

Mr. Bailey, the Democratic lesder, 
supported the bill in a _ five-minute 
speech. He said: 

“This is an extraordinary power 
with which to clothe the President. It 
is a power which, in ordinary times, 
IT would not commit to anv man, hov- 
ever exalted his station or however 
high his character. But, sir, these ere 
not ordinary times, and tie rules of 
safety and of prudence which govern us 
in days of peace will yield befcre the 
great emergency which now confronts 
the nation. It ought to be understood 
in Spain, and it ought to be understood 
in every country on the-slobe, that 
while this great republic sincerely  le- 
war, if war becomes inevitable. [I.oud 
sires to be at peace, it is wrepareJd for 
applause. ] 

“T hope the crisis may be reached and 
passed without conflict of arms, but I 
confess that my judgment and hope are 
at variance in this respect. [I fear 
that we have gone far to scape 
the worst, and whilé I believe that we 
have gone farther.than woul] have 
been necessary if at the proper time 
we had granted the prayer of the Cuban 
patriots and had simply recognized 
their right to fight for the mdependence 
of their country {loud applause,] yet 
the time for that discussion Las passed. 
We must deal with this question as it 


they 


is, not as we would have it to be; and, 
rapproaching it in this brvader spirit, 
we stand ready to say to those who ad- 
minister the government wiatever 
may be needed for the nationa: honor 
and the mational d-fense we are ready 
to give and give ungrudgingly. [Ap- 
plause.] 


“I hope wise counsels will prevail, 
and that if war shail come, it will 
come upon a great and sufficient cause. 
I have no sympathy with those rash 
and intemperate spirits who would pro- 
voke war simply for the sake of fight- 
ing, and yet I would rather follow (hem 
and suffer all the miseries and misfor- 
tunes their heedlessness would bring 
than to follow these other contemptible 
mercenary creatures who are crying 
out for ‘peace at any price.’ [Great 
applause.) . Peace is desirable, but not 
so desirable that it shall be purchased 
at the sacrifice of national honor. Let 
us in this way adopt the motto of our 
fathers in the elder and better days 
of this republic, and let us say to all 
the world now as then: 
to spend millions for defense, but not 
one cent for tribute.’ [Applause.] And 
let us add another and nobler motto: 
‘We are for peace as long as it can be 
maintained with honor, but we are 
for honor if war is necessary to defend 
our flag or protect the rights of Amer- 


world.’ [{Applause.] 


“This war, if war it be, will have an- 
other compensation. it will forever 
efface from the memory of our country- 
men those dreadful times of civil strife, 
and the men whose courage made the 
first Manassas one of the world’s his- 
toric battlefields, will join with those 
who immortalized Gettysburg, and to- 
gether they will consecrate a new bat- 
tlefield combining the glories of both. 
[Great applause. ] 


Mr. Henderson (Rep.) of Iowa said: 

“I have read of the elder days of 
the republic. I live in the better days 
of the republic. [Applause.] The les- 
son of this afternoon is a beautiful 
one. In the elder days there were 
Tories. I fear a Tory would be thrown 
out of this hall this afternoon. [Ap- 
plause.) But, Mr. Speaker, there will 
be no war. That is ag | judgment. I 
do not believe that war is hanging over 
the American people. In this republic 
our great aim should be for peace. 
The truest patriot is he who secures 
and keeps peace for his people. It is 
easy to be an animal. It is easy to use 
claws and teeth to fight. He who can 
hold aloft in his country the white 
flag of peace—not of cowardice—stands 
nearest to his God. [Applause.] No 
country on earth would seek to avoid 
war as this country does. No country 
on earth need fear less than America. 
{Applause.] With our boundless re- 
sources, with out great credit, with a 
great people, no matter what their 
post, we are absolutely united in stand- 
ing a8 One man, I say that no country 
is so well armed for war as the United 
States of America. I do not speak for 
Iowa, I speak as a citizen of the United 
States, and I believe that today we are 
heart and hand together for what is 
best for this republic. 


“The young man who today pledges 
all the vigor of his early manhood for 
his country, commands my respect, but 
I do not believe he will have to use it. 
I have had letters from my _ people, 


Spain. I simply write back that no 
international law makes the United 
States the regulator of the wrongs of 
earth. God has written no motto on 
the banner of our country that de- 
mands of us the regulating of the 
wrongs of other countries to their 
people. We all sympathize with the 
liberty-loving and fighting Cubans, but 
they are the citizens of another gov- 
ernment. So long as that question is 
before us, I follow the advice of Wash- 
ington in commanding that we mind 
strictly our own business. [Applause,] 
But if they touch the rights of. this 
country, or dare to lay unholy hands 
upon our terr:. -* or our rights, then 
I become a ‘figm..ng Quaker,’ and will 
join the vigorous manhood of my young 
friend who spoke. ‘Applause.] Bui 
let us n lose our heads while our 
hearts are beating. He can fight best 
who keeps his blood the coolest. He 
can save his people the best who 
thinks most before striking. 


“This administration, President and 
Cabinet, is as patriotic as any man on 
this floor, and I claim no more for it. 
[Applause.] This administration will 
ook before it leaps. This day’s work 
and tomorrow’s show that when the 
leap is taken this country will be back 
of it.” [Applause.] 


Mr. Shafroth (Silver Rep.) of Colo- 
rado gave three reasons for his. sup- 
port of the measure, as follows: rst, 
because it was a measure of defense; 
second, because it expressed confidence 
in the President, and was an assur- 
ance that Congress and the country 
would stand by him; third, because it 
was a declaration to the world that, al- 
though the people were divided ‘on po- 
litical matters, when it came to a 
question of the national honor and the 
national defense, we are united. 


Mr. Lacey (Rep.) of Iowa refused to 
even consume the brief two minutes’ 
time awarded him saying that he 
thought the most effective and elo- 
quent action would have been to call 
the roll without any speech-making. 


* Mr. Settle (Dem.) of Kentucky spoke 
eulogistically of the President. He 
said he had told the Democrats of Ken- 
tucky that he would support Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in every good work he might 
inaugurate, and he was here now to re- 
deem the pledge. His only regret was 
that the opportunity had not presented 
itself before, for he thought the curtain 
should be’ rung down on the horrible 
drama which was being enacted off the 
southern border of this country. | 

Mr. Warner (Rep.) of Illinois de- 
clared that every one in the United 
States who could read or write knows 
that it is a war measure, and war, he 
insisted with great emphasis, was pref- 
erable to dishonorable peace. 

Minor speeches were made by Messrs. 
Brucker (Dem.) of Michigan, Spark- 
man (Dem.) of Florida, Stokes (Dem.)

voted for the bill. When he announced 
the vote, 311 yeas, nays 0, an enthusi-

IN THE CANADIAN COMMONS OVER 


THE FRYE BILL. 


Objections Made in Pointed Lan- 
guage to the Proceedings 
Washington—Large Latin Words 
Used—Premier Preserves His 
Presence of Mind. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) March 8.—The pas- 
sage of the Frye Bill in the United 
States Senate was the subject of a 
heated debate in the Canadian Com- 
mons, aittention having been called to 
section 13 of that bill. 

Sir Charles Tupper arose and asked if 
the government, in the face of the ex- 
traordinary proceedings at Washington, 
intended to proceed with the Yukon 
railway proposal. He then, with well- 
simulated indignation, and in the 
strongset terms dwelt upon the actions 
of the Senate, which he characterized 
as unbearably aggressive. He declared 
that neither the Canadian Parliament 
nor her people would tolerate the dicta- 
torial attitude assumed. 

The Premier claimed that by-the 
treaty of Washington, free navigation 
of the Stickeen was assured to Canada, 
and any law passed by thé American 
government which would render nuga- 
tory the substance or intent of that 
treaty was ultra vires and would be 
so held in the United States courts. 

He stated that if the difficulties at 
Wrangell became insurmountable, the 
government would construct a railroad 
from an ocean port in British Colum- 
bia to connect with the Stickeen route. 
The trade of Klondike belonged to Can- 
ada, and he proposed to keep and main- 
tain it for Canadians, but if the sug- 
gestions of Mr. Tupper were adopted 
that trade would be given over to Pa- 
cific Coast cities of the United States. 


STRANDED AT VALPARAISO. 


Columbia Out of Funds—Consul Can 

Do Nothing. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT .] 

NEW YORK, March 8.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Valparaiso, Chile, 
says that the American steamer Co- 
lumbia, which started from New York 
for the Klondike, is still lying there 
waiting for. funds. Her supplies are 
liable to be cut off, as her captain has 
been ‘unable to raise“money, and her 
owners in New York have failed to 
send him money to pay for repairs, 
provisions and coal. 

The passengers, twenty of whom are 
women, are becoming desperate. There 
is a possibility of the ey being seized 
for debt. Americans at Valparaiso are 
indignant over the conduct of the ves- 
sel’s owners.

Albert Freeman. a 
miner and rancher of Riverside county, 
tells a strange tale of having been 
lured to this city by promises of 
wealth, and of having been chloro- 
formed and robbed Saturday night in 
the Brodway Hotel by a man who had 
gained his confidence and whom he 
had befriended in many ways. The 
man who is accused of having robbed 
him did not escape with his booty, 
however, as Patrolman Frank Mc- 
Grayon succeded in locating him, and 
he is now confined in the City Prison. 

Daniel O’Brien, the prisoner, accord- 
ing( to Freeman’s story, appeared at 
Riverside some months ago with an 
enticnig tale of a rich mine he owned 
in Washington. He met Freeman and 
succeeded in getting into his good 
graces with a promise to. give the 
rancher a half-interest in his prop- 
erty. Impressed by this prospect, Free- 
man says he readily paid his new- 
found friend’s expenses, and Saturday 
the two arived here from Stockton, 
engaging lodgings at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel on Broadway. 

They retired at midnight, and it was 
not until a late hour Sunday morning 
that Freeman awoke. He noted the 
absence of O’Brien and also the pecul- 
jar odor of chloroform, and, thinking 
something was wrong, arose and made 
a hasty examination of his clothing. 
The search, he says, confirmed his 
fears, for he found that hia undershirt 
had been cut open and over $150 in 
bank notes, which he had sewn in, were 
gone. O’Brien, he declares, had also 
ransacked the rest of his clothing, and 
had taken all the silver they contained.

FIGHTING IN CUBA. 


Insurgent Camps Destroyed—Losscs 
of the Rebels. 

HAVANA, March 8.—[{By Key West 
Cable.}] A Spanish report says that the 
Lealtad Battalion of the government 
forces was engaged yesterday with 250 
insurgents under the leadership of 
Cardenas and Lila, with the result that 
the troops destroyed the insurgent 
camp and captured a lieutenant, some 
firearms, dynamite, ammunition and a 
medicine chest, besides killing several 
of the enemy. The Spanish report adds 
that the insurgents, while retreating, 
met a column of Spanish troops com- 
manded by Gen. Ceballos, who  in- 
flicted further loss upon them, 

Another announcement at the palace 
says that Gen. Hernandez de Velasco 
has attacked the camp of the insurgent 
leader Pino Guerrera, at the Manajua 
farm, province of Pinar del Rio, dis- 
persing the insurgents, who are said 
to have left seven men killed and to 
have retired with additional men killed 
or wounded to La Cienega. The troops 
in this engagement lost two men killed 
and had a major, a captain and eight 
soldiers wounded.

THE WARSHIP MARKET. 


Spain Said to Be a Purchaser from 
England and France. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, March 8—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The English newspapers .today 
confirm the news of Spain’s purchase of. 
warships. The St. James Gazette, 
which yesterday published the denials 
of the Spanish Embassy and the Span- 
ish Naval Commission, which has an 

office in London, says today: 

“It is ascertained on very high au- 
thority, in spite of denials, that the 
Spanish government has almost suc- 
three nearly-com- 
completed cruisers here and two coast- 
defense vessels, which are about to be 
launched in France. ‘Experts are al- 
most as much surprised at the success 
of Madrid in raising money as by the 
clever diplomacy which secured the 
Chilean and Brazilian cruisers from 
the Armstrongs at a cost believed to 
be £1,000,000, almost beforeythe move 
Was suspected.”’ 

The articles goes on to say that much. 
competition between Spain and _ the 
United States for the various ships be- 
ing constructed was expected, but 
America has come to the conclusion 
that its naval resources are strong 
enough to confront Spain without in- 
crease. 

A naval authority now in this coun- 
try takes a cynical view of the six 
torpedo boats now building for Spain, 
and of those already built, which, he 
eays, “will probably make valuable ad- 
ditions to the United States navy later 

In conclusion, the St. James Gazette 
remarks: “A feature of the warship 
market at present is the small number 
of vessels available. Three cruisers 
and two coast-defense {vessels_is the 
best Great Britain and France can do. 
It is true these are not the only war- 
ships building, but the others, twelve 
Japanese and two Chinese cruisers, 
and eight torpedo-boat destroyers for 
Japan, are so keenly and immediately 
désired by their respective governments 
that no price would buy them.” 

It is said that even if the.Amazonas 
should sail from Great Britain with.a 
Brazilian crew, she will turn up in 
Cuban waters with a Spanish crew. 
The affair naturally has been kept as 
secret as possible. 

The introduction yesterday in Con- 
gress of a bili appropriating $50,000,0@ 
has excited the utmost interest among 
English dealers in war munitions. 
Hiram Maxim, of rapid-fire gun fame, 
said significantly that if the United 
States intended to make purchases in 
England she should have begun a 
week ago. He also admitted that he 
Was aware that Spain had placed large 
orders within a week, but he declined to 
say whether orders had been placed 
with his firm. It is known, however, 
that if the United States needs 8-inch 
fZuns and powder, she could secure a 
full stock at a fortnight’s notice. 

Norwegian papers just received re- 
veal the fact that three United States 
naval attachés, Lieut. John C. Colwell 
of the London Embassy; Lieut. Wil- 
liam Emmons, who is accredited to St. 
Petersburg and Paris, and Lieut. Albert 
P. Niblock, who is ‘attached to the. 
German Embassy, and also accredited 
to Vienna and Rome, were present at 
the Elswick submerged  torpedo-tube 
trials in Norway, February 23. Much 
importance is attached to this inven- 
tion, with which the Norwegian ship 
Harold Raarfaregre is fitted. The trials 
were pronounced most successful.

Special Interest Taken in His Trip 
im Military Circles—Preparations 
for Moving the Troops Made at 
Fort Logan. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, March 8.—Special in- 
terest is taken in military circles in 
the trip of Gen. Wesley Merritt, com- 
manding the Department of the East, 
to Key West and the other Southern 
Atlantic defenses. Gen. Merritt said 
last night: 

“My purpose is to start on my visit 
of inspection to the fortifications on 
the coast of the South tomorrow. When 
I was at New Orleans a week ago, I 
contemplated going across the country 
to Key West, but I found it would be 
easier to make railroad connections by 
returning to New York and starting 
from this point. I shall go direct to 
St. Augustine, and ‘then visit Key 
West and other points on the coast of 
Florida. I shalfalso go to our de- 
fenses on the coast of Georgia and 
both North and South Carolina. 

“I do not think that I will go to the 
forts and barracks about Washington 
and Baltimore or to Fort Monroe on 
this trip, but will leave them to be 
inspected later in the spring, when the 
weather will be finer in that vicinty. 
I shall be away for two or three 
weeks.”’

MATERIAL FR TORPEDOES.

SECRETARY LONG HOLDS CONFER.- 
ENCES WITH BUREAV CHIEFS.

The Consultation Had to Do With 
Putting the Navy at the Highest 
State of Efficiency — Purchases 
of Foreign Vessels. 


[ASSOCIATED RT.] 
WASHINGTON, March sA\There was 
@ very strong’ suggestion of the state 


of affairs that might exist in time of 
actual war in thé busy scenes presented 
at the Navy and War departments to- 
day. There was an ‘almost unbroken 
succession of conferences between of- 
ficers and officials of various degrees, 
and throughout both these branches of 
the war establishment the greatest ac- 
tivity was.exhibited. 

Secretary Long was particularly 
busy. Before 10 o’clock he had been 
obliged to retire to his private office 
and deny himself to callers iy order to 
hold a conference. Senator Lodge was 
present, as well as Chairman Hale of 
the Senate Naval Committee; Chair- 
man Boutelle ofthe House Naval’ Com- 
mittee; Capt. Crowninshield, Chief of 
the Navigation Bureau; Capt. Brad- 
ford, Chief of the Equipment Bureau; 
Capt. Brownson and Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt. Chief Constructor 
Hichborn and Admiral Matthews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
were also called to the conference by 
the Secretary to deal with special 
phases of the question under consider- 
ation. The conference had to do with 
preparations for putting the navy at 
the highest state of efficiency, and the 
fact that Secretary Long is consulting 
at every step, with the representatives 
of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment, shows the desire of the Pres- 
ident to keep within the, strict spirit 
of the Constitution. 

Secretary Long'found time during 
the progress of the conference to talk 
a moment with Mr. Lane, who has 
submitted to the department, proposals 


for the sale of certain warships now 


building in Europe, at private ship- 
yards. What passed between them is 
not known, but Mr. Lane hastened im- 
mediately to the cable office at the 
conclusion of the conversation to com- 
municate directly with his principals in 
Europe. 

The Secretary made it pidin to the 
legislators at the conference that the 
department is very much better pre- 
pared than. has been supposed in ‘the 
matter of accurate information of the 
shipbuilding in progress in European 
shipyards. But the point upon which 
the department now seeks to inforrr it- 
self goes beyond this, and Igo0ks to se- 
curing information as to which of these 
ships can be eee immediately. 
It was shown that very many more dif- 
ficulties exist than the public is aware 
of in the acquirement of such property 
as warships. Most of these crafts under 
construction are building under special 
orders for various governments and 
only a few, and those perhaps not of 
the most desirable type, are in the 
builders’ hands in such shape that they 
can be at once disposed of. : 

In the case of some of the European 
powers, under a strong monarchical 
form of government, it is possible for 
permission to be given at once for the 
sale of a ship to another nation, but 
in the case of more complex forms 
of government, such as those that 
exist in the Soyth American republics, 
which have ordered ships now under 
construction in Europe, it is feared that- 
grave constitutional and legal objec-, 
tions exist to the transfer of the rights 
of these countries in their ships to the 
United States, necessitating recourse to 
the legislative branches of their gov- 
ernments for authorization. This will 
be a time-consuming process that could 
be scarcely entertained in our case. 

It is particularly with a view to ac- 
quiring information on this point that 
it has been decided to send Com- 
mander Brownson to Europe. He is 
an officer of great discretion, and his 
experience on the Board of Inspection, 
which is charged with the duty of thor- 
oughly examining all ships built for 
the navy, has thoroughly familiarized 
him with all of the details of modern 
battleship construction. 

During the conference this morning, 
Mr. Brownsonmn was made fully ac- 
aquainted with the views of the Secre- 
tary and his advisers as to the scope 
of his mission, and he will lose no time 
in starting on his mission to Europe. 
Commander Brownson will sail from 
New York for Southampton by the first 
available steamer, and will prosecute 
his duties in England and France with 
the utmost diligence and dispatch. At 
Southampton he will be ‘joined by 
Lieut. J. C. Colwell, navVal attaché of 
the American embassy at London. 
Commander Brownson will g0 to 
France next, with as little delay as 
pessible, and will confer with Lieut. 
W.S. Sims, naval attaché to the Ameri- 
can embassy - Paris, and there in- 
spect the tw attleships, Marshal 
Deodora and Marshal Florian, now 
building for the Brazilian navy, and, 
which, it is understood, can be pur- 
chased by the United States. 

Commander Brownson is also charged 
with the important duty of investigat- 
ing the practicability of the purchase 
from foreign manufacturers of ord- 
nance material in case our own supply 
should prove inadequate. 

It is known positively that negotia- 
tions are in progress toward having the 
Umited States acquire the crack cruis- 
ers now being built for Japan, one 
now at the Cramp yards, at Philadel- 
phia, and the other at the Wnion Iron 
Works, San Francisco. The negotia- 
tions naturally are circuitous, as there 
are three parties in it—namely, the 
Japamese government, the United 
States and the shipbuilders. There is 
good reason to believe that terms 
could be made between the Unjted 
States and the shipbuilders, and that, 
so far as they are concerned, the trans- 
action could be concluded without 
much further negotiation. While sug- 
gestions have been made that the right 
of eminent domain would permit the 
United States to take the two criusers 
without reference to Japan’s rights,* 
there is no desire among officials here 
to resort to such radical sieps. More- 
over, it is said that such action would 
be an international offense directed 


against Japan, and an unfriendly act, 


which this government is not likely to 
commit at this moment toward a 
friendly power. : 
LATER:—It is known positively 
no overtures for the purchase of ves- 


sels have been submitted thus far to 


the authorities at Tokio, and it would 
be.for them to give the final decision. 
Pending this a contract could not be 
made’ nor an option given The ne- 
gotiations took a marked step forward 
today, although, as stated, they have 
not yet reached the final stage. The 
two cruisers under consideration are 
not only being. built for Japan, byt 
they have already become the actual 
property of Japan by the payment of a 
considerable portion of the purchase 
price, to-wit, $1,360,000 each, as they 
are within three months of completion 
on an emergency basis. They are de- 
signed to make 22 knots, which rank 
them among the swiftest cruisers in 
the world: their armament, primary 
and secondary, is according to Japan- 
ese naval standard, which proved so 
effective in her recent war with China. 

The govetnment officials here feel 
that there is not likely to be manifested 


an_exhibition or @ disposition on the 


part of the Japanese government to 
Stand upon technical objections to the 
sale of these ships to the United States 
government in case the decision is 
reached to purchase them, basing this 
belief upon many kindly expressions

CHANGE OF POLICY, 


Navy not to Concentrate at Key 
West—Auxiliary Gunboats,. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVOKT.} 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The big 
armored cruiser Brooklyn started 
away from La Guayra today 
under orders from the Navy 
Department, directly for Hamp- 
ton Roads. She has been making a 
flying cruise in the West Indies and 
around the eastern end of Cuba, and 
it was the original intention to have 
her go to Colon, on the Isthmus, and 
thence to work northward along the 
eastern coast of Central. America. The 
sending of the ship to Hampton Roads, 
instead of returning her to Key West, 
whence she came, is taken as an eyvi- 
dence of a change in policy on the part 
of the naval strategists, who have come 
to the conclusion that the gathering of 
the most and best of the vessels of the 
North Atlantic squadron at Key West 
is putting too many of our eggs in one 
basket; and)unduly exposing the east- 
ern coast. There has been talk of 
organizing a fiying squadron, com- 
posed altogether of fleet cruisers, four 
in number, and having them ready to. 
go to sea at a moment’s notice in pur- 
suit of an enemy’s ship, relying upon 
the big battleships for the home guard. 
This, however, has not been decided 
upon. 

A proposition that received instant 
attention and is expected to be ap- 
proved in the end, came to the Navy 
Department today. Th's was to turn 
over to the Navy Department ten of 
the best boats in the lighthouse ser- 
vice. These boats are from 400 to 509 
tons burden, good sea boats, manned 
by officers thoroughly familiar ‘with 
every indention of the Atlantic Coast, 
and capable of being easily  trans- 
formed into efficient gunboats... The 
Mangrove is a vessel of this character, 
new, staunch and speedy. It is pro- 
posed to place a 6-inch rifle on a pivot 
mount on each vessel forward, and to 
place a light armor around the borders 
and machinery to protect them from 
small arms at least. 

The attention has also been called to

Autonomy Having Proven a Failure 
Politically, She Will Endeavor 
to Keep it Going by Military 
Force—Naval Demonstration for 
Encouragement. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, March 8.—A dispatch 
to the Tribune from Havana says that 
when arms failed, Spain fell back on 
politics to gain peace in Cuba. Now 


back on arms. This is the meaning of 
the declaration from Madrid that Sa- 
gasta has decided to press autonomy 
vigorously by both military and polit- 
ical measures. It is the Minister’s con- 
fession of the failure of the radical 
autonomists to reach the insurgents 
with their twelve articles of weakened 
faith. Had there been a hope of suc- 
cess of their epening negotiations with 
Gomez on this basis, the Madrid Cab- 
inet would have temporized and evaded 
positive declaration. There being no 
hope, the prospective rejection by the 
insurgents of the terms offered is dis- 
counted by a disavowal in advance. 
Govin in the Cabinet and Amblard and 
Giberga out of it, are left to make their 
own explanations. They anticipated 
that something of this kind would hap- 
pen, and they can probably take care 
of themselves. Had the movement 
promised well, they knew it would have 
— encouraged and supported in Mad- 
rid. 

Meantime the historic autonmists in 
the Cabinet, Galvez, Montero and 
Zayas, come out from behind their own 
shadows and announce that they never 
indorsed the plans. It is true that the 
Central Committe or junta of the au- 
tonomist party acted over their heads 
in formally committing the organiza- 
tion to further concessions to the in- 
surgents, but if the professed departure 
had possessed vitality it would not 
have been in danger from their oppo- 
sition. The autonomists are still the 
fractional minority of a party that 
has been smallin numbers. Ordinarily 
a conflict raging in a Cabinet would 
mean disruption. However, the auton- 


the actual government of Cuba, such 
government as it is, that no more at- 
tention is paid to the radically oppos- 
ing position of its members than to a 
mere difference of personal opinion. 

The promise that peace will come by 
arms will divert attention from the 
break-down of the political support of 
autenomy only temporarily. The army 
of Spain, which is spread over the isl- 
and, is paralyzed. It cannot achieve a 
singie important victory, much less 
carry on @ military campaign. When 
by chance the insurgents are encoun- 
tered in the field, if the troops hold 
their own it becomes a subject for con- 
gratulation. A month has gone by 
since Cen. Blanco told the people in 
the eastern provinces that they should 
have peace by the end of February. A 
charitable construction was put upon 
his words, and the date was said to be 
“approximate.” The elastic term can- 
not be held much longer. 

The attempt is made to divert atten- 
tion from the paralyzed army on the 
island to the vigorous power on the 
water. The Vizcaya and the Almirante 
Oquendo appeal to the popular mind. 
They revive Spanish patriotism. How

MILLIONS FOR DEFENSE. 

No President of the United States 
ever received so magnificent a vote of 
confidence as that accorded to Presi- 
dent MeKinley by the House. of Rep- 
resentatives yesterday, when the Dill 
appropriating $50,000,000, to be imme- 
diately available for defense purposes, 
was passed, after brief debate, with- 
out a. dissenting vote. The bill 
leaves the expenditure of this vast sum 
entirely to the discretion of the Pres- 
ident, thus conferring upon him, at 
a transcendant responsibility, 
and vesting in him the great and ex- 
tracrdinary power necessary to prompt 
and decisive action in the present 
emergency. 

The bill wes” sent at once to the 
Senate. That it will pass that bedy 
with practical unanimity may be re- 
garded as a foregone conclusion. In 
the presence of a grave menace to our 
national peace, all minor dissensions 
disappear. We are “Americans first 
and partisans afterward.” The Sen- 
ate, like the House, is composed of 
men who are, primarily, American 
citizens. They will authorize the ap- 
propriation with scarcely a dissenting 
vote, and would double or. treble the 
amount if necessary. The President 
Will be amply equipped with the 
“sinews of wars,” for he has at his 
back a Congress composed of Ameri- 
cans, who are capable of subordinating 
all minor considerations to the su- 
preme duties of patriotic devotion. 

The debate in the House, though | 
brief, full of dramatic interest 
and of deep significance. The men 
of the South vied with those of the 
North in expressions of loyalty to the 
Stars and Stripes, and of Jove for the 
giloricus country which ours by 
common inheritance, to cherish 
defend. The discussion was ona 
plane far above the pettiness of mere 
partisanship. | Democrats, 
and Republicans mingled their elo- 
quence in the common pledge of leyal | 
devotion. The scene was both touch- 
ing and inspiring. 

The President is worthy of the con- 
fidence reposed in him by Congress. 
That confidence is also shared to the 
fullest extent by the American 
ple. He may be depended upon to do 
that which is Wisest and best in the 
present crisis. The splendid vote 
confidence which Congress } riven 
to the President is a spontaneous ex- 
pression of the nation’s sentiments. 

It is not probable that an; ;

That doctrine is sure ‘to de preached 
in its own bad time by some of our 
jingces, but we must take care that 
they do not speak for the nation.’ 
If Great Britain is capable of sup- 
pressing its jingoes and demonstrates 
in this crisis that its many protesta- 
tions of friendship for this country in 
the past were not mere lip service, 
much of the animosity that seems to 
be bred in the bone of young America 
against the great country of our fore- 
fathers will be swept away, and the 
two peoples will come to a: better un- 
derstanding of each other.

DETECTIVE FATALLY SHOT 


While Arresting a Drunk—Man Es-

Cut This Cut and Paste Up. 

[Poultry Keeper:] If you wish to re- 
member some things, here are a few 
rules for you, under the decimal sys- 
tem. Though not exactly correct, they 
are about what should be the case: 

Ten hens ina house 10x10 feet are 
enough. 

The yard should be at least,ten times 
as large as the floor of the house. 

Ten weeks from shell to market is the 
time alloted a chick. 

Ten cents per pound is: about. the 
average price of*hens in market for the 
whole year. 

Ten cents should feed a chick ten 
weeks, and it should then weigh two 
pounds, if highly fed, the ten cents 
covering the greatest abundance of 
food. 

Ten monthg in the year is usually the 
highest limit of time during which a 
hen will lay. 

Ten. hens with one male is about the 
proper proportion. 

Ten. quarts of corn, or its equivalent, 
should feed a hen ten weeks, if she is 
of a large breed, but ten quarts in 
three months is about a fairer propor- 
tion. 

Tern pounds is a good weight for 
males of the larger breeds, one year old. 

Ten eges is the average number to 
each pound. 

Ten flocks, each consisting of 
hens, are enough for an acre. 

Ten chicks, when just hatched, weigh 
about one pound.

WEATHER BUREAU REPORT. 


Meager Rainfall Causing Anxicty 
for Crops and Pasturage. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—The 
following is a summary of the crop 
and climate conditions throughout the 
State, compiled by the Weather Bu- 
reau officials, for the week ending 
March 7: 

“With the exception of light showers 
on two days in the extreme north- 
western portion of the State, there has 
been no rain during the week in (Cali- 
fornia. The deficiency in rainfall is 
such as to cause anxiety among , the 
farmers. Good soaking rains are much 
needed. 

“In the southern portion of the 
State the lack of sufficient rain sis al- 
ready apparent, and grain is making 
but poor growth. Pasturage is scant 
and, in some sections, stock is already 
suffering. The temperature has been 
generally above the normal, ranging 
from 3 to 8 deg. Fruit trees are blos- 
soming; almonds, apricots and early 
peaches are in heavy bloom in favored 
localities. 

‘In the northern coast counties con- 
ditions are very favorable for good 
crops of all kinds. In the Sacramento 
Valley grain is growing nicely with a 
larger sown acreage than that fof last 
“year, but more rain is needed. Rain 
is greatly needed throughout ethe San 
Joaquin Valley. Reports from the ex- 
treme upper end of the valley and near 
the foothills along the east side are of 
a favorable character, but in the cen- 
tral and western portions of the valley 
grain and pasturage are already suffer- 
ing where not irrigated. 

“Abundant spring rains must fall 
to insure crops. Similar conditions pre- 
vail in the valleys of the coast coun- 
ties south of Santa Cruz. In the inte- 
rior of San Luis Obispo and Santa 
Barbara counties, and in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, there has already been serious 
injury to grain, and rain is needed to 
prevent stock suffering from lack of 
teed.”’ 


TRAINS COLLIDE 


Near Ocean View—Engines Consid- 
erably Bruised,

SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—South- 
ern Pacific passenger train No. 5, from 
this city, arid a freight train, en route

The engineers of both trains, seeing 
that a collision was inevitable, re- 
versed their engines, applied the air 
brakes and then jumped.

“T am at present aboard the Fern, a 
small dispatch vessel. The Maine lies

VANCOUVER (B._C.,) March 8&— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] Advices come 


from Hei-Lung-Chang that the whole 
couniry is in alarm, and .stories. are 
being told of Russian invasion and the 
seizure by Russian troops of vast ter- 
ritory in China composed of hundreds 
of towns and hundreds of thousands 
of acres of agricultural lands. The 
siories arose over the fact that China- 
men are fleeing from. Hei-Lung-Chang, 
leaving their homes unprotected, owing 
to the advance of 50,000 Russian troops 
through the territory, while the 500 
Chinese troops left to guard that sec- 
tion can scarcely be kept from throw- 
ing down their arms and joining in the 
general scramble . 

For some time Russian troops have 
been massing in Russian etrritory just 
over the boundary line, Amur River, 
when, without any warning or advance 
guard, they crossed ‘the boundary line 
in large bodies, numbering in all over 
50,000 men. They are composed af cav- 
alry, infantry and artillery, and march 
in battle array, dragging many guns 
with them. They are divideu into three 
corps, one corps having 3000 Siberian 
outlaws with them, who are given the 
chance to leave the mins and srv in 
th army without pay. : 

The last dispatch states that the Rus- 
sians are at Nupo, China, near the’ 
Amur River, where it is said fabu- 
lously rich gold mines are being worked 
and gold is stored. It is thought that 
some of the troops are to seize the 
mines and gold in case of war break-. 
ing out, and work the mines with Si- 
berian outlaws, and the rest are pro- 
ceeding to other points of importance.’ 

GERMANY’S CONCESSION.

BACKED BY ANONYMOUS “CHI- 
CAGO CAPITALISTS.”

Walter Maxwell Thinks the Com- 
pany’s Financial Standing Does 
net Concern the Public—Val- 
uable Franchises Wanted, 


Whenever .a speculation of large di- 
mensions, uncertain outcome and- vague 
paternity is to be floated in Southern 
California, it is usual for the promo- 
ters to announce to the public that the 
scheme is backed by “Chicago capital.”’ 
The “Chicago capitalist’? has become a 
term to conjure with whenever it is 
necessary to inspire a credulous public 
with faith in the enterprise or to ob- 
tain valuable franchises without con- 
sideration. Profound mystery is com- 
monly maintained as to the identity of 
the supposed capitalists, their place of 
residence being deemed sufficient guar- 


-antee that they have millions at their 


command. 

This method of working the public is 
antiquated, but with a certain class of 
financiers it is still in vogue. But in 
the mind of the experienced investor 
and business man the anonymous Chi- 
cago capitalist inspires distrust rather 
than confidence. 

Several months ago, J. M. Thompson 
and Walter Maxwell invited the press 
to announce the birth of a new street- 
railway project. They stated that an 
electric road was to be built from Los 
Angeles to’ Pasadena, and that, as a 
part of the enterprise, ithe projectors 
had purchased the Estudillo tract. of 
1000 acres, east of the city. “Chicago 
capital’ was declaredmto be embarked 
in the scheme, but the names of the 
capitalists could not be given. “The 
Los Angeles and Pasadena Interur- 
ban Land Company” was the name 
with which the new-born scheme was 
baptised. The phantom railroad : re- 
ceived scant attention from The Times, 
although other papers were found more 
willing to confide in the statements of 
the promoters of the scheme. 

A few weeks ago application for an 
electric-railway franchise was made to 
the City Council of Los Angeles by J. M. 
Thompson, and at the same time simi- 
lar applications were made to _ the 
County Supervisors and to the City 
Trustees of Pasadena and South Pasa- 
dena. More free advertising was ob- 


tained through some of ‘the papers, and. 


in a published interview Thompson 
went so far as to declare that @traffic 
arrangement had been made with the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, where- 
by the cars of the new company would 
be brought into the heart of the city. 
This statement was widely quoted as 
evidence that the new scheme .was a 
substantial one, and that the promises 
of rapid transportation between. the 
two terminal points would ,be kept. 
As a matter of fact no traffic ar- 
rangement with the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company has been made, The mat- 
ter was discussed, but the company has 


‘entered into no agreement whatsoever. 


It is safe to say that no agreement 


will be made while the present hazy un- 
certainty surrounds the new scheme, 

The applications for franchises are 
still pending. That before the Los An- 
geles City Council has received at least 
a temporary quietus, for, acting upon 
the advice of the City Arttorney, the 
Council has decided to grant no more 
franchises until the present conflicting 
laws have been reconciled. But in both 
Pasadena and South Pasadena thc 
City Trustees are being urged to grant 
th? applications, and they may be 
obliged to take action. Yesterday Max- 
well. and his attorney, Bradner W. Lee, 
appeared before the County Supervis- 
ors to urge that the _ franchise be 
granted for that part of the line which 
lies between Los Angeles and South 
Pasadena. 

In this state of affairs it is highly 
important that the true character of 
the enterprise should be known, If it is 
purely a speculative scheme, fathered 
by irresponsible men and having no 
capital but wind, it would be an act of 
folly to grant the valuable franchises 
asked. Neither the county nor any one 
of the three municipalities concerned 
has the right to give away.such valu- 
able privleges to wildcat speculators. 
Evidence should be exacted, not only 
of the good faith of the applicants but 
also of their financial responsibilty and 
ability to keep their promises to the 
public. An electric road franchise be- 
tween Los Angeles and Pasadena has a 
value too substantial to allow it to be 
traded upon by penniless schemers. 

The promotors of ‘the: Interurban 
Land Company have refused to give 
any real information concerning thir 
undertaking, The only reliable source 
of information therefore is the public 
record of the company’s incorporation, 
and that of the eontract for the pur- 
chase of the Esitudillo tract. 

The Los Angeles and Pasadena Inter- 
urban Lund Company was incorporated 
on August 27, 1897. with an authorized 
capital stock of $600,000. Of this amount 
$200,000 was subscribed, as follows: 


Jessee M. Thompson, trustee, $199,600; 
Samuel P. Anderson, $100; José G. Es- 
tudillo, $100: Bradner W. Lee, $100; 


Walter S. Maxwell, $100. These five per- 
scons form the board of directors, It does 
net appear for whom Thompson is 
trustee. The incorporation therefore af- 
fords no evidence of financial respons- 
ibility. 

The eantract for the purchase of the 
Esicudito “tract is in many respects a 
very remarkable document. On its face 
it is a singularly successful attempt tv 
get something for nothing. M. A Fosté®r, 
the owner of the tract, agrees to sell 
the property for $80,000, but apparently 
not a dollar_was paid down, and the 
instrument was so framed as to relieve 
re purchasers from all personal re- 
sponsibility in case of default. 

The contract is dated August 24, 
1897, and is. recorded in book 1175 of 
deeds, page 169. M. A. Forster appears 
os party of the first part, and Samuel 


Y Anderson, J. M. Thompson and Wal- 
ter S. Maxwell, trustees for the Los 
Angeles and Pasadena Interurban 


land Company, are parties of the sec- 
©od part. Forster agrees to sell ‘the 
iMstudillo tract to the three trustees 
for a consideration of $80,000, of which 
$10,000 is to be paid within six months 
from the date of the-contract. Aside 
from taxes, improvements and interest 
©v.en ifeumbrance, this first payment 
of $10,000 is all that the purchasers are 
required to put into the property, for 
the, remaining $70,000 ig to be paid out 
of the proceeds of such«sales of lots as 
may be made after-the tract is subdi- 
vided.

“Under the terms of your contfact 
the six months limit for the $10,000 
payment has expired.”’ 

“Yes,” answered Mr. Maxwell, has- 
tily, ‘but you see we have still thirty 


‘days more after the expiration of the 


six months.”’ 

Wihhen asked as to the alleged traf- 
fic. agreement with the Los Angeles 
Railway Company, Mr. Maxwell en- 
tered upon a picturesque description of 
the benefits that would result to the 
Interurban Company from the agree- 
ment. He finally admitted, when 
brought back to the question, that no 
written contract had been executed, 
though he still insisted that an agree- 
ment had been made. As a matter of 
fact, the supposed traffic agreement 
exists only in the fertile imagination 
of Mr. Maxwell, and his visionary col- 
leagues. 

The Supervisors will meet his morn- 
ing to take final action upon Thomp- 
son’s petition, asking that the fran- 
chise be advertised.

THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 


‘Regular Monthly M Meeting 


Board of Directors, 


The board of directors of the Los |, 


Angeles Humane Society held its reg- 
ular monthly meeting yesterday after- 
noon at No. 315 West Sixth street. 
A. petition was received, signed by a 
large number of residents of Santa 
Monica setting forth the necessity of 
having an officer in that city, whose 
duty it should be to assist in protect- 
ing children and dumb animals from 
cruel and inhuman treatment, and re- 
questing that T. F. Woods be .ap- 
pointed as such officer, and it was voted 
that the gentleman named be appointed 
special humane officer at Santa Mon- 
ica, but without salary, or other ex- 
pense from the Los Angeles Society. 
Mrs. Gregory, now arranging for a 
concert in Oakland, having made a 


proposition to get up an entertainment 


of the kind for the benefit of this so- 
ciety, the matetr was discussed at some 
length and finally referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of the president and 
secretary, with power to make such 
arrangements as they see fit. 

The question of the present manner 


of killing the dogs at the pound was 


brought before the session on a report 
from President Clarke, who had vis- 
ited the spot and witnessed the slaugh- 
ter. - He described in particular the 
death of one dog that stood leoking 
his slayer in the face at the distance 
of a few paces. The first shot tore 
away one side of his face, at which 
the dog whined and retreated toward 
the further side of the pen. The sec- 
ond shot also. glanced without doing 
hut the third 
was fatal. This was regarded by all 
present as unnecessary crueity, and the 
following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

‘Resolved, that the present method of 
killing -the dogs by shooting them, 
sometimes requiring three or four shots 
to bring the* poor -animals to the 
ground, is not in accordance with hu- 
manity, ~but is wanton cruelty, and 
the attention of the City Council-is re- 
spectfully called to the matter. with 
the view of adopting some more fhu- 
mane method.” 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
the dogs should be asnhyxiated, which 
is the means employed in various ether 
cities. President Clarke is in corre- 
spondence with authorities cf San 
Francisco and will be in position to re- 
port at the next meeting as: to the 
success of the methods in use there. 

The president’s report was presented. 
No arrests were male during the 
month at the instance 2% the society.

T. B. Lippincoit, a civil engineer for 
iwelve years past, and resident hydro- 
grapher for the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, was the next witness called. 
He stated that he had been taking ob- 
servations*® and measurements of the 
Los Angeles River since 1896, but dur- 
ing the past thee months had devoted 
much of his time to it on behalf of the 
city. He stated that he had taken the 
measurements wiih two meters, one be- 
ing held by Mr. Campbell and the other 
by himself, and he gave the mean flow 
of the river, derived by averaging the 
record of the two meters, as follows: 
At bridge 4 it was 20.41 second feet. By 
second feet witness meant the number 
of cubic feet traveled per second. At 
bridge 3, the mean flow was 46.35 sec- 
ond feet; at bridge 2, 67.21: at bridge 1 
B, 63.98: at bridge 1, 65.96; at bridge 5, 
68,84, and at brige 6, 71.65 second feet. 

The increases of flow between these 
various section divisions were given 
by the witness as follows: Bridges 4-3, 
there was an increase of 9.75 per 100 
feet: bridges 3-2, an 
bridges 2-1B,. decrease of 4.90; 
bridges 1 B-1, an increase again of 3.90, 
bridges 1-5, an increase of 1.95. 

The distance of the above aggre- 
gated stretches of river witness stated 
amounted to about twelve miles. He 
at the same time measured the ilow in 
the filtration pipes, and the decrease in 
the river flow _between bridges 2 and 
1B. he explained by stating that at 
that point the pipes diverted the wa- 
ter from the river. For the entire 
stretch of twelve miles, witness ex- 
plained, the river flow had increased 
in the six miles below the stretch be- 
tween bridges 2 and 1B, and the six 
miles above, more or less, but at the 
one point between where the springs 
are located a decrease was noted. 
Measurements taken in pipes 
showed that just where the river de- 
creased just there the pipes gained. 
‘indicating that the pipes were solely 
responsible fer the decline in the river.

A BIG LAND SUIT.

STOCKS AND BONDS IN DEMAND. 
The demand for securities in San Fran- 
cisco is very active—more so than for 
any years past. The Financial Let- 
ter says: f

dents for many years, and the demand 
for high-class bonds has gone forward

‘While at this period of every year 
schen the Tax Collector calls for state- 
ments, there has annually eccurred a 
steady desire to place money into the 
form of negotiable securities, yet the 
volume of these species of transactions 
has been far beyond those of many 
seasons, and investors seem to prefer 
te place funds in this manner rather 
than in unproductive real estate. 

COMMERCIAL. 

SEED WHEAT SCARE. A dispatch | 
from Minneapolis to the New York Sun 
says that, by reason ofethe high pre- 
mium that has been paid—for choice 
hard Northwestern wheat in the termi- 
nal markets al! winter, the farmers all 
over Minnesota and North Dakota 
have sold themselves so bare of grain 
that they are short of wheat for seed 
next spring. From 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 
bushels of wheat are required in the 
two States for seed, and only the choic- 
est and cleanest wheat is used. There 
has been a premium over May for this 
sort of wheat, ranging from 3 to 5 
cents a bushel, while May should be 
worth about 3 cents more than cash, 
owing to the cost of carrying the grain 
til!) then. This excess in value has 
made speculators of thousands of farm- 
ers. who, when they have sold their 
cash wheat. have bought the May op- 
tion at the tliscount, and they are now 
carrying millions of bushels of May 
there, or in Duluth or Chicago, on 
which they already have profits as high 
as 10 or 15 cents a bushel. 


COMMISSION MEN AND FRUIT- 
GROWERS. While there«are no doubt 
many causes for just complaint on part 
of fruit-growers at the actions of com- 
mission men, yet, on the other hand, it 
cannot be denied that the commission 
men, on their side, have sometimes 
cause to complain of the fruit-growers. 
For instance, it is not an uncommon 
thing, when a man has sold his ‘fruit 
on the trees to a commission-house 
for a certain price, and there is a de- 
efded rise in the m@rket before the 
fruit°is delivered,-for him to go back 
on his contract and sell the fruit to 
some one else. This, of course, is in- 
excusable, from a business, as well as 
a moral, standpoint. A case in which 
this question was involved in Fresno 
county is thus referred to by the 
Southern California Fruit Grower: 

“A judge in Fresno_recently decided 
a case relating to a contract for the 
purchase and sale of cured fruits, 
which was a little out of the ordinary, 
the question being whether or not the 
seller was bound to deliver to the 
buyer cured fruit after a certain date, 
when such date was inserted in the 
contract as the limit of time for-.deliv- 
ery. It appears that the Fresno Home 
Packing Company, through its Selma 
agency, purchased on August 12, 1897, 
three tons of cured peaches at 6 cents 
a pound, all to be delivered by August 
31, 1897. George E. Wels, the seller, 
delivered two tons, it is alleged; but 
on the market advancing refused to 
deliver the third ton, claiming that 
the fruit was not sufficiently well cured. 

“The packing company to test.the 


validity of its contract, replevined the ' 


fruit in the Wells orchard and brought 
suit in a Selma court. Judgment was 
rendered the plaintiff for damages and 
costs. The defendant appealed, and 
last week Judge Gray in the. Superior 
Court, Fresno, decided that in a pur- 
chase and sale contract of cured fruit, 
even though the fruit might not be

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

THE GLASS INDUSTRY. In view of 

the efforts that have been made during 
the past ten years to establish a glass- 
manufacturing plant in Los Angeles, 
some information. that is given in a 
recent issue of the National Glass 
Budget is of interest to people in this 
section. The writer, referring to the 
conservatism which has marked the 
glass industry during the past century, 
says: 
“Tt will be seen from the following 
statement that the industry has been 
confined to very narrow lines, and the 
factories have been kept wery close to 
the large population centers. The 
Pittsburgh, Michigan and Central coal 
fields seem also to have acted as 
magnéts, and the few factories located 
away from those great sources of fuel 
supply are very ‘rare, indeed. But, 
while the glass industry has never 
largely departed from the great coal 
beds, it would be a mistake to suppose 
that it has to any great extent fol- 
lowed them. Starting close to the New 
York line, the great bituminous coal 
bed runs across the State and covers 
parts of Ohio, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Alabama, afford- 
ing a fuel supply sufficient to last sev- 
eral thousand years. | 

“Up between Lakes Huron and Mich- 
igan there is a large block of coal 
known as the Michigan field covering 
over 6000 square miles, but outside of 
a few bottle houses at Milwaukee, at- 
tracted there more by the large brew- 
eries than the coal supply, an aban- 
doned window-glass factory near De- 
troit, the Libby factories at Toledo, 
and the abandoned bottle works at 
Michigan City, that State has never 
cut much of a figure in the glass in- 
dustry. 

“Then there is the central coal field, 
running through the State of Illinois, 
and measuring over 3600 miles, from 
which were produced in 1886 over 19,- 
000,000 tons of coal,.and yet Illinois, 
while never amounting to much in glass 
production, has actually lost, during 
recent years, a part of the glass fac- 
tories she once had. The same coal 
bed covers a part of the western por- 
tion of the State of Indiana, but this 
State. which has shown a wonderful in- 
crease in the number of factories dur- 
ing the past ten years, owes the devel- 
opment of the industry more largely 
to her splendid supply of natural gas 
than to either the quality or quantity 
of her coal supply. 

“Then there are the great beds of 
tertiary coal of the western field, run- 
ning» from the northern boundary of 
the United States acrdss parts of 
Montana, Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Colorado, .Kansas, New Mexico, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and the Indian Terri- 
tory. In the far West ‘there is very 
little coal of good quality, California

signing’ and Washington having several small 


blocks. Ne-one need be «surprised, 
however’ if in the near future, under 
that great bed of tertiary coal running 
from British America down to the 
northern line of Texas, the drill dis- 
covers the richest reservoirs of natural 
gas the world has ever. yet been 
startled with. 

“Nothing is clearer than that the 
glass industry should be developed in 
the new South and the great West, 
and for the purpose of calling the at- 
tention of progressive men, leading 
journals, chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade to the real condition 
of affairs, we herewith propose to mar- 
shal a few facts into the field, 

“So far as fuel is concerned, the 
South has not the least excuse. The 
great Appalachian field, extending 
from the State of New York on the 
north f thé State of Atabama-on--the 
south, 900 miles in length and from. 30: 
to 180 miles in width, contains the best 
fuel on earth, and is easily accessible to 
every southern State except Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Florida. Mary- 
land, Virginia and West Virginia make 
some little glass, but none of them 
make anything. like enough to satisfy 
the home demand.” 

Figures are then given, showing the 
coal resources of the Southern and 
Western States. It is somewhat re- 
merkable that the writer has nothing 
to say on the subject of petroleum as 
a fuel for use in the manufacture of 
glass. It is understood that petroleum 
has been successfuly used for this ptr- 
pose at Pittsburgh. Continuing, the 
writer says: 

“Some few of the above-named west- 
ern States make a limited amount of 
glasw«. Colorado has one factory; Kan- 
sas, one; Utah, one; Minnesota, one;. 
Wyoming, one; Washington, one, and 
California, one. With the single ex- 
ception of thé bottle works of the San 
Francisco and Pacific Glass Company, 
San Francisco, none of the above fac- 
tories are in operation, though all of. 
them have made glass at .one time, 
with the exception of the window-glass- 
tank plant near Puget Sound, Wash., 
which has never started. 

“It is an astonishing fact that, dur- 
ing the decade between 1880 and 1890, 
not a single Southern or Western State 
has advantageously changed position in 
glass production. 

“An examination of the data fur- 
nished by the eleventh census discloses 
the fact that ten States, which almost 
doubled their productive capacity from 
1880 to 1890, are today mamnufacturing 
more tian 97 per cent. of all the glass, 
and that the other thirty-six States and 
Territories aré the willing or unwilling 


manufacturing minority, whose fa¢- 
tories are located far from the points 
of consumption, and who, therefore, are 
compelled to oftem exact more tribute 
in freight rates than thé cost of the 
manufactured article amounts to.” 
The table shows that the ten States 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, New Jersey, 
Indiana, New York, Illinois, Maryland, 
Missouri, West Virginia and Massachu- 
setts, with a population of 29,000,000, 
manufacture 97.4 per cent. of the glass 
produced in the United States, the 
value of the product turned out by 
these States being nearly $40,000,000,

NEW YORK, March 8.—The tone of the 
stock market was much improved today as 
compared with that of yesterday, the’ ground 
for the greater confidence in values being 
the apparent desire of the Spanish govern- 
ment to deprecate any idea that they de- 
sired a rupture with the United States on 
their own initiative or that they sought to 
irritate the United States government into 
assuming the offensive. The effect of this 
was most clearly defined in a sharp recovery 
tin~prtee of. Spanish 4s, both in ‘London and 
Paris. Americans also were much steadier 
on the foreign exchanges, but there was 
nothing in, the early quotations from there 
to give a foretaste of the sharp advances at 
the opening here. The market was quite ag- 
gressively strong during the whole of the 
earlier part of the day, but it is questionable 
whether this was due to any large amount 
of ‘buying for new accounts. That the short 
interest was largely increased yesterday 
was easily to be seen, and shrewd profes- 
sional manipulators ‘were able to discern 
that the market was in an .oversold condi- 
tion. The better outlook in the relations be- 
tween Spain and the United States made 
the shorts nervous and there was something 
of a scramble to cover at the opening. The 
manipulation for the rise was designed to 
uncover bear margins, and the keen demand 
at the advance proved the maneuver to have 
been successful. It did not require a very 
large advance to invite further liquidation, 
and the last hour saw prices fall almost to 
last night’s point. Covering by belated 
shorts caused a slight stiffening again in 
the final dealings. Outside of the profes- 
sional manipulation there was little doing 
in the market. Some buying was reported 
for London and Washington account. The 
continued movement of gold, the easier tone 
of money, yesterday’s flurry being appar- 
ently ended, a number of dividend announce- 
ments and the statement that no bonds 
would be made necessary by the propose ap- 
propriation of $50,000,000 for national de- 
fense, were all factors toward the more con- 
fident views of the situation. Operators, 
nevertheless, were pursued with caution and 
a disposition was apparent to adopt a wait- 
ing policy. Net gains, except in a few of 
the specialties, were confined to fractions. 

e prices of Northwestern railway stocks 
were rather conspicuously strong in spite of 
the continuance of the transcontinental rate 
war. Bonds showed,.strength in sympathy 
with stocks, but resisted the lata weakness 
in the market, except Kansas Pacific con- 
sols.

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 


Interesting Paper on Gravitation by 
Ww. A. Spalding. 

The Academy of Sciences held its 
regular monthly meeting last evening. 
After the transaction of routine busi- 
ness, W. H. Knight called attention to 
the recent death of Dr. E. A. ‘Praeger, 
treasurer of the academy, and pre- 
sented the following resolutions, which 
were adopted: 

“Whereas, by the death of our es- 
teemed friend and associate, Dr. Emil 
Arnold Praeger, an active, learnea nnd 
useful member of the Southern Califor- 
nia Academy of Sciences has been 
removed from our councils, 

“Resolved, that we but express a 
deep sense of loss felt by all of his 
former associates in this body, when 
we refer to the late Dr. Praeger as a 
man of high personal character, learned 
~ and skillful in his profession, an ear- 
nest student of science, a faithful and 
trusted officer, and a genial and lova- 
ble companion. 

“Resolved, that we extend our sin- 
cere sympathy to. his family in their 
great loss, and that a copy of these ex- 
pressions of our warm regard and high 
esteem be sent to them,” 

The astronomical section then took 
charge of the meeting. The paper of 
the evening, “Some Problems of Grav- 
§ftation,”’ was presented by 
Spalding. Mr. Spalding referred to a 
paper read by him before the academy 
five years ago on “The Spiral in Na- 
ture.”’ He first gave a running synop- 
sis of that paper as furnishing a gen- 
eral outline of.the spiral theory, and 
then proceed to the more elaborate dis- 
cussion of problems of gravitation. His 
argument, in brief, was that electric- 
ity, magnetism and gravitation are all 
closely allied, and that gravitation is 
but another name for magnetism. He 
argued that gravitation is a dual force 
—attractive and repulsive—a push as 
well as a pull: in other words, that it 
performs the double functions of mag- 
netism, varying with polarity. 


After the reading of the paper, there |. 


was a short discussion. 

During the last week of March Prof. 
Jordan of Stanford ‘University is to 
déliver a lecture before the academy on 
“Pelagic Sealing.”’ The subject of dis- 
cussion at the April meeting will be 
“Street Paving.” 


SUNSET BOULEVARD. 


Projected by Northwestern Improve- 
ment Association. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held Monday evening at the hall of the 
Northwestern Improvement  Associa- 
tion, No. 1034 Temple street, President 
B. W. Bartels in the chair, Thomas 
Keliey secretary. A delegation was pres- 
ent from the Tejunga Improvement 
Association to confer as to the best 
methods 4f furthering the project of 
building a boulevard from Douglas 
street to the city limits, thence through 
the Tejunga Valley and eventually to 
Santa Monica. President Roberts of the 
Wejunga Association spoke of the ad- 
Vantages of such a boulevard, one rea- 
son bailing that it would very nearly 
form a connection between Elysian and 
Griffith parks. J. B. Beveridge also 
spoke to the same effect, followed by 
Messrs. Cole, Maltman, Wicks, Strat- 
Craig and others. 

A committee was appointed to make 
an estimate of the cost, to consider the 
most feasible route, and other matters 
connected with the project. This com- 
mittee consists of the following gentle- 
men: Thomas Kelley, M. L. Wicks, J.

SUCCESSFUL 


REORGANIZATION OF THE PASA- 
* DENA ELECTRIC ROAD. 


History of the Controversy Over the 
Terminal’s Application for a 
Franchise. 


PASADENA’S FREE LIGHTING. 


THE SUBSTANTIAL IMPROVEMENTS 
MADE BY THE COMPANY. 


Culmination of a Comprehensive 
Plan Inaugurated nan Year Ago 


by the Reorganization 
Cammittec. 


A little more than a year #go an un- 
dertaking was set oan foot involving 
comprehensive changes and improve- 
ments in the Pasadena and Los An- 
geles Electric Railway. At the outset 
many difficulties were encountered, 
success attended the enterprise. 
The final step in the consummation of 
ithe plan will be reached next month, 
when, through the medium of a legal 
sale, the reorganization will be com- 
pleted. The sale is a mere technicality 
and involves no. actual transfer of in- 
terests. The history of the road dur- 
ing the past year has been a history of 
growth, improvement and achievement, 

About a year ago the Terminal Rail- 
way made application to the Pasa- 
dena City,Council for a franchise to 
electrize and extend its line. The 
prospect of second electric road to 
Los Angeles aroused general interest 
among the people of Pasadena, and at 
the outset the application of the Ter- 
minal was viewed with popular favor. 
The officers of the Los Angeles and 
Pasadena Electric Railway Company 
were naturally opposed to the threat- 
ened competition, but it seemed that 
their opposition would b>? ineifective. 

The bonds of the electric road are 
chiefly owned. by wealthy residents 
of Pasadena, men who have contrib- 
uted largely to the city’s growth and 
improvement. At the outset they took 
no active part in the controversy 
aroused by the Terminal’s application, 
but, finally, under the leadership of 
the late D. B. Dewey, an effort was 
made to devise a plan which should 
at once protect the interests of the 
electric road and of the people of Pasa- 
dena. The problem was by no means 
an easy one and was greatly compli- 
cated by the popular antagonism to 
the electric road, which had _ been 
worked up by the agents of the Ter- 
minal. While the proposition of the 
Terminal was indefinite in some im- 
portant respects, notably as the 
method by which access would be 
gained to the business center of Los 
Angeles, a large elenent in Pasadena 
was disposed to overlook all such ob- 
jections in an anxiety to have a com- 
peting line. The. bondholders of.the 
electric road realized that such compe- 
tition would be peculiarly unfortunate 
at that time, as it would seriously fn- 
terfere with the sale of bonds, which 
would be made necessary by contem- 
plated improvements. 

After weeks of negotiation and d‘s- 
cussion, a broad and liberal proposi- 
tion was finally formulated, largely 
through the untiring efforts of Mr. 
Dewey. 

This proposition was in brief that 
if the City Council would deny. the 


| application of the Términal, the e'ec- 


tric road would at once make impbr- 
tant extensions and improvements on 
its local lines, reduce the fare to Los 
Angeles, and, finally, supply all elec- 
tric lights for the streeis and pubk- 
lic buildings free of charge, such free 
lighting to continue so long as ne 
franchise for a competing electric road 
should be granted. 

When this proposition was made 
public it evoked general discussion, 
and popular interest was _ strongly 
aroused. 

A reorganization committee had been 
formed by the bondholders of the elec- 
tric road, and this committee presented 
the new proposition to the City Coun- 
cil of Pasadena. Action was delayed 
several weeks, but the proposition was 
finally accepted, and the applivation 
of the Terminal was denied. 

Upon the day that this action was 
taken the Reorganization Committee 
tbegan to carry out its pledges, . The 
free lighting of the streets and public 
lighting began at once, and from that 
day the city of Pasadena has not paid 
a dollar for lighting. A 10-cent fare to 
Los Angeles was inaugurated. Under 
the management of C. W. Smith, who 
was called to the presidency of the 
road, the work of electrizing and. ex- 
tending the local lines was begun. 

The plan of the Reorganization Com- 
mittee included the ultimate acquisition 
of the Pasadena Electric Lighting 
Company... To this end the entire capi- 
tal stock of the company was pur- 
chased by Henry Fisher of Redlands, 
who in turn entered into a contract 
with the electric road, giving it a 
year’s option of purchase of the light- 
ing company. Under this option the 
lighting company will soon become the 
property of the electric road. Pending 
this purchase monthly bills for public 
lighting at the old rates are presented 
to the city, and these bills are paid by 
the electric road. The actual amount 
thus paid from May 24, 1897, when the 
free lighting went into effect, up to 
February 1, 1898, is $8239.24. an average 
of about $1000 a month. This has been 
a direct saving to the taxpayers of 
Pasadena. 

The improvements upon the local 
lines have also been a great benefit to 
the public. The Colorado-street line 
has been double-tracked, and two new 
loops with four miles of track have 
been laid. More frequent service was 
inaugurated both-on these local lines 
and on the Altadena division. 

Important improvements have been 
made on the main line to. Los Angeles. 
Five miles of track were relaid with 
heavy steel rails, and in order to give 
the track all possible solidity, eight- 
foot ties were substituted for the’ six- 
foot ties previously used. | 

Another important improvement was 
the construction of the Macy-street 
line, nearly four miles in length. By 
this line the electric cars now travel 
wholly over the company’s own: tracks, 
with the exception of a few blocks 
south of the Plaza in Los Angeles. 
Previous to the construction of the 
Macy-street line the company used the 
tracks of the Los Angeles Railway 
from the intersection of Downey ave- 
aue and Pasadena avenue to, Fourth 
street.
